TUNIS JEWISH HOSTAGES 
To be Shot for Helping Allies 


A mixed German and Italian military. tribunal 
has ordered the execution of 25 of the 250 Jewish 
hosiages arrested in Tunisia about a month ago, 
because of “ thé persistence of the Jews in render- 
ing aid to the Atlies despite all warnings.” 

The Axis authorities have alleged that the 
recently decreed fine of 20,000,000 francs. imposed 
on Tunisian Jews was on account of their practice 
of indicating, by signal lights, suitable targets tor 
Allied bombers, | 

Prisons in Tunis, Bizerta, Sfax, and other towns 
in Axis-controlied- Tunisia ace full of Jews charged 
with pro-Allied activities. These Jewish prisoners, 
it is reported, are being tortured to make them “con- 
fess " their help to the Allies. Anti-Jewish excesses 
occur daily and the belongings of the Jows are 
systematically looted.

RELIGION IN 
SCHOOLS 


Consultations With 
the Government 


A preliminary report on the consultations with 


Government authorities on religious education in — 


State schools.and the future of the non-provided 
schools was given by the Education Officer, Dr. 
Nathan Morris, at a meeting of the Joint Emergency 
Commiuttee at Woburn House last week. Dr. 

Epstein, the Chairman of the Committee, presided. 

The Chairman, in a reference to Leeds, which 
had established an Educatioy, Board, said that that 
Board had for a long timg“Wanted an official, and 
Dr. Aron Cohen, of South Wales, was (as reported 
in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE) to be appointed 
as a member of the J.E.C. staff and temporarily 
seconded to Leeds, as Organising Secretary of the 
Education Committec. 

Mr. 1. W. Goldberg presented the report of the 
Finance Committee. The Committee had approved 
the various subventions to different bodies which 
the Education Committee had recommended. The 
total amount was considerable. They also agreed 
that.a £350 grant be made to the Leeds Education 
Board for the salary of the Organising Secretary. 


Finance Treubles 


Mr. Goldberg said that the expenditure of the 
J.E.C, had reached £30,000 a year—a very con- 
siderable sum, buf not considerable from an educa- 
tional point of view, for the work of administering a 
national organisation, of financing the whole 
educational effort in reception areas, and of making 
subventions to various Synagogue classes, Talmud 
Torahs, and day school education, as well as grants 
to. various provincial communities. But tt was a 
large sum in the sense that their ordinary income 
was not one-third, possibly not more than 25 per 
cent, of the amount which they spent, and they had 
to depend upon appeals to make up the balance. 

Fortunately, they had been able to raise through 
the last two appeals, including the onc which was 
now before the Community, sufficient to carry on 
during the past two or three years. In 1943 he 
thought they might be able to pay their way. But, 
looking farther’ ahead, he was afraid that they 
would have to look to some other means of financ- 
ing education; he thought the expenditure would 
rise eventually to some £50,000 a year. 

Dr. Morris said their budget was £30,000 a year. 
But they were directly. responsible for the education 
of 10,500 children, and, ‘additjon, they had con- 
siderable commitments With regard to the provmees, 
so that the expenditure per child, per annum, was

INTERCESSION PRAYER AT 
WESTMINSTER ABBEY - 


An Outspoken Sermon 


CHIEF RABBI THANKS CHURCHES 


In response to an appeal made jointl the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Dr. J. S. hale, 
Moderator of the Federal Council of Free Churches, 
prayers for the persecuted Jews in Europe were 
offered on Sunday in churches throughout England. 

The Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, has issued a 
Statement expressing the feeling of deep emotion 
which this gesture of solidarity has aroused in the 
Jewish Community. Thanking the Archbi and 
the Moderator, Dr. Hertz declared: “ In the 
darkness cf this unparalleled horror, the sympathy 
of our countrymen strengthens our faith in 
humanity. May God hear our united supplications, 
and speedily send victory to the Forces fighting for 
freedom and righteousness.” 


Every Horror Surpassed 


Preaching to a crowded congregation in West- 
minster Abbey on Sunday morning last, the day of 
special prayer for the persecuted Jewish people, the 
Rev. C. B. Mortlock said that the suffering of Jews 
in Germany and German-occupied countries sur- 
passed every horror of sadistic bust and cruelty in 
the long and shameful history of human persecu- 
tion. “ Imagination falters at the recital of events ; 
and because imagination fails—or quails—we doubt 
the truth. Many people cannot help feeling that it 
must be all exaggerated ; that the nauseating details 
of cold-blooded murder and bestiality are somehow 
mixed up with propaganda and, therefore, must be 
received with caution. Would to God it were so. 
But the facts are inescapable. The Germans are 
determined, as a matter of settled policy, to exter- 
minate the Jews from Europe—and from the whole 
world, if they had the chance. As the Archbishop 
of York said the other day, ‘ the greatest crime in 
history is being perpetrated, the murder of a 
nation 

Christians, Mr. Mortlock continued. a grave 
responsibility was laid, not only because the afflicted Iewish 
peopte have sprung from the stem of Jcesc, but also beeause 
through fiftcen hundred years they were scorned and hated 
and persecuted by Christians everywhere. ft could. not be 
Genicd that religious hatred, heightened by envy and 
jealousy. had been fostered by the Church. Not until the 
1th century were the walls of the ghcettioes thrown down 
ahd the Wandering lew permittcd at last tw take up bis 
abode freely with Christian men 

“ Bor still the hatred smouldered. Anti-Scmitiom is an 
insidious growth You meet it everywhere. it has mounted 
to unbeclicvable heights cf horror in Nazi Germany. but in 
milder forms it is about us cverywhere. Hiow often do you 
come across the man whois willing to do cveryvthing possibic 
©. defeat the Germans utterly, yet admits hg has some 
sympathy for Hitler's denunciation of the lews. There are 
doubtless some here this morning who don't like Jews, and 
never fail to notice Jewish names in the police court reports. 
‘Those beastly Jews again.” they say. No condemnation. 
indeed. is too strona for those who exploit the urgent needs 
of the times. but Jewish offenders are not the only offenders, 
and they give as much pain to good Jews as they do to. us. 
Yet the gencrous and philanthropic and patriotic acts of Jews 


~~and they afe many-—erfe accepted as just those of good 


citizens. No one seems to notice that they are done by Jews.”’ 


Forced in on Themselves 


The preacher went on to point out the noble qualitics of 
the Jew. his devotion to the moral principics of his religion. 
and his exemplary family life. The fact was that outside 
their own nation Jews were nowhere popular. The resuk 
was that they were forced in on themscives tt is we 
Christians who have very larecly made the Jews what they 
are by centuries of cold-shouldering and repressive laws. to 
say the icast.” 

Actions spoke louder than words: a pricciess opportunity 
was now available not only of praying fervemily for the 
Jews. and stfaining every nerve to shorten the war and bring 
them deliverance, but also by the adoption of a Christian 
attitude here at home “Let aos be guick to check any 
tendency to speak il! of the Jews. and especially the tendency 
to speak and think as though they were all exactly alike. 
Let us resolve to be gootl nciehbours to our Jewish fellow- 
countrymen. and to try to understand their point of view. 
which is something which hardly anybody ever thinks of 
Going. Let us remember that this is a war for the things 
of God against the forces of Satan. The Christian Church 
is spared persecution to the extent suffered by the Jews only 

use it is more powerful It is intensely hated As 
imensely must it realise that with the Jews it must fight for 
the sovercignty of God in the affgirs of men.”

FINANCE THE CRUX OF 
TEACHING PROSLEM 


The Failure to Apply the Only 
ion 


The Education Officer, Dr. Nathan Morris, gave 
a survey of the tion of Jewish education in 1942 
at a meeting of the Jewish Keligious Education 
Board, over which the President, . N. S. Lucas, 
presided, at Woburn House, last week. 

_ Speaking of arrangements made for the produc- 
tion of a new edition of Singer s Prayer-Book, Mr. 
S. London, the Treasurer, reported that a donor 
had given £500 in memory of Mrs. Louis S. Cohen, 
of Liverpool, which would enable them to publish 
the Prayer-Book and scil it at 3s. 

Dr. Morris gave his educational survey for 1942. 
The Joint Emergency Committee, said, was 
directly responsible now for some 10.500 London 
children, and thus they had prac:ically restored the 
quantitative position of the pre-war period, 
children were distributed in 360 to 370 active centres 
under the management of the Joint Emergency 
Committee. There were about 330 teachers, of 
whom 90 were full-time workers. 


The Response to Teachers’ Training Scheme 


Perhaps the most important development with a 
view to the future was the adoption of the Teachers’ 
Training Scheme. Jodging by the present position, 
that was to say, the acute and deteriorating position 
of the supply of teachers, he was afraid one must 
admit that the response had not been as good as 
they had expected. In fact, the scheme had fallen 
pps. short of their expectations There were 
still some suitable candidates available but these 
had not come forward im.the oumbers they 
expected. A Central Examining Board had been 
set up, with the Chief Rabbi as President, which 
had adopted a detailed scheme of studies for the 
teaching institutions, of winch they now had three. 
It was no exaggeration to say that all their plans 
would be rendered futile unless 
regular supply of qualified and cflicicnt teachers. 

Dr. Morris also referred to the publications 
department. During 1942 they had published ten 
separate magazines and manuals for teachers, of 
which something like 60,000 copies had been dis- 
tributed. They had now formulated some ambitious 
plans for the future. 

Another new "brarich was tha: of the refugees 
They had. assumed responsibility fo: the Jewish 
education of Jewish refugee children only a little 
over a year ago. Kecently they had radically 
reorganised the department and appointed a special! 
officer to deal with the work 

The Youth Department, too, through its Advis- 
ory Council, had adopted quite an ambitious pro- 


gramme. 
Communal Taxation 


Dr. .Morris said that the outstanding failure on 
the organisational side was in finance. The present 
appeal was probably the most. successful one that 
education bad yet had in this country. Yet they 
were conscious of the very scrious fact that no 
matter how successful this appeal might be, if was 
not a solution of the problem of education and 
findnce. There was only one possible solution and 
that was some form of commural taxation. But 
the failure to adopt it was duc-.to only one cause— 
it was the failure of their leadership to transiate 
the communa! will into practice. They had not 
found the necessary method of doing so, and so they 
had made no headway. 

Dr. Lucas supported Dr. Morris's. remarks on 
the communal taxati@n question, saying that he was 
completely in the dark as to why nothing had been 
done.

Contact With International Student Bodies 


The 24th annual conference of the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation was held last weck at 
the Moortown Synagogue, Leeds, by courtesy of the 
Leeds Jewish Students’ Association. Delegates 
attended from the Universities of Birmingham, 
Cambridge, Durham, Leeds, Liverpool, London, 
Manctester, Oxford, and Wales. 

The conference was formally opened by Di H. 
Edeiston. 

In. the absence cf the Chairman (Mr. V. C. 
Herzog),-who had recently been called up, his report 
was read. The report referred, among other matters, 
to the close contact which had been established with 
many imternational studefit bodies. As a result of 
representations made by the Federation to the Inter- 
national Student; Council, the Hebrew University 
Was given a prominent place in the International 
Student Exhibition now touring the University 
towns of Great. Britain. The LUJ.F. appeal for 
the Students’ Hostel of the Hebrew University had 
realised £107. | 

Fhe activities of @onstituent societies, as shown 
by the reports of delegates, have been intensified 
during the past year. New societies were formed in 
Belfast and Dublin. 

A report on the LUJ.F. “ Bulletin ” was given 
by the Education Secretary. A syllabus for study 
groups on “ Judaism “had been compiled and cir- 
culated im. tts pages. During the discussion of 
foreign affairs it was decided to set up a. sub- 


committee, under the chairmanship of the Foreign . 
Secretary of the Federation, to draw up plans for — 


the post-war relief of Jewish students in Europe. 

A resolution ‘vas adopted protesting against the 
avowed Hitlerite policy of exterminating the. Jews 
of Europe, and calling on the Governments of the 
free nations to take immediate steps to rescue those 
who could yet be saved, especially by opening the 
gates of Palesffhe. 

A session of the conference was addressed by Dr. 
Rawidowicz, who spoke of the necessity for formu- 
lating a policy for the future Anglo-Jewry, and 
emphasised the part that Jewtsh youth and students 
in particular should play in formulating it. '

EXCHANGE OF JEWS ‘AND 
GERMANS 


Proposals by Jewish Authorities 


Further s (states the Information Depart- 
ment in on of the Jewish Agency) have reached 
the Jewish national authorities in Jerusalem regard- 
ing Hitler’s fiendish plan to exterminate the Jews. 
All Jews in Nazi Europe have now con- 
centrated in 53 ghettoes and towns in Pola 
including Warsaw, Lublin, and 32 districts 
Eastern Galicia. 

Ao urgent meeting beld by the Joint Commitce of the 
lewish Agency and the National Council of Palestine Jews 
decided on Sicps to be taken in connection with these reports. 
These organisations call for (1) the exchange of Jews io Nazi 
Purepe for German women and children, and at a iater 
stage men, who afe af present in cowntrics within the orbit 
of the United Nations, (2) the adoption of suitable measures 


by international and neutral bodics for the evacuation of . 


jews: and (3) a declaration by the United Nations and 
neutral countries offcring asylum to refueces and repatriatecs. 
“ The Jews in Palestine.” a declaration published by these 


Jewish authorities states. “ solemnly declare their cagerncss: 


to give shelter to all Jews who woukd icave, of have 
occupigd territories, to share their bread and give their 
garments, as cverything clec, to save their kith and kin from 
being ted like sheep to the slaneheerhouse.” The Jews of 
Palestine will mot rest, the declaration emds, until] the gates 
of mercy and salvation are flang open to the suffcring Icwish 

Jewisti women's organisations in Palestine, in an 
appeal, say that if the authorities create suitable conditions, 
the Jewish women of Palestine will picdec themecives to do 
all in their power to help in absorbing into Palestine ail 
refugees and cspecially children. 

Initiated by Rabbi Benyamin, of Jerusalem, a 
group calling itself “Aldomi™ (“Do Not Be 
Silent ") has been formed. It is composed of 
authors and journalists, and among its objects is 
the organising of a national petition by the Yishuv 
to neutral countries and to the United Nations for 
the opening of their gates and the giving of sanctuary 
to European Jows.

OBSTRUCTING TRANSPORT 
PROGRESS ? 


Tenders Put into Noa-Jewish 
Hands | 


_ Measures taken recently by the Palestine Admin- 
istration are scriously hampering the further 
development of Jewish transport services in the 
country, stated Mrs. Gotlie Myerson, member of 


* the Histadrut Executive, at a press conference held 


in Tel-Aviv last week before departure for the 
USA 


Mrs. Myerson said that £1,500,000 had been 
invested by the Yishuv in means of transportation. 
The fact that 70 per cent of the motor-<ars in 
Palestine are owned by Jews has contributed 
tremendceasly towards promoting the war cflort, she 
said. However, all Jewish efforts to increase and: 
develop further this branch of economic life were 
seriously impeded by the Palestine Government, 
which was concentrating transport tenders in non- 
Jewish hands. 


Jewish Truck-Owners Protest 


About 400 individual truck-owners and members 
of the goods transport co-operatives met in Tel- 
Aviv to discuss the serious consequences of the 
Government monopoly over freight and transport 
services throughout the country and of the taking 
over of all new trucks arriving in the country by the 
firm Steel Brothers and Co. This policy, it was 
stated, is likely to impair seriously their own future 
(reports Palcor). 

The meeting was of opinion that the new arrangze- 
ment will place all truck-owners and drivers at the 
mercy of the monopolistic concern, which. = « 
declared, is a grave mjustice to an industry which 
has served the country during the most difficult 
times, as well as the Government and the Aimy

PITY NOT ENOUGH 


The Answer to the Massacres 
in Europe 


At a largely attended Zionist meeting, held under 
the auspices of the Zionist Federation, at Conway 
Hall, London, W.C.1, last week, Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, said that while Jews 
deeply appreciated every expression of sympathy 
and commiscration that was extended to them in 
these dark days, they refused to accept the fate of 
being always objects of pity. 

Palestine, he continued, was the only country 
where the Jews ceased for ever to be an object of 
pity, but could earn the pride of their fellow-Jews 
and the respect of others, where the Jew, having 
helped himself, could now help others in the com- 
mon endeavour. Eyerywhere, throughout the 
democratic world, Jews were in the ranks of 


fighters,“ of workers in the present gigantic war . 


effort, But they did so singly and they did their 
duty as citizens and residents of their respective 
countries. The only place where there was the 
sum total of a collective, distinctively Jewish war 
effort was Palestine.. They had so far failed to 
achieve their heart's desire to have an army, a 
fighting force of their own. 


The Inevitable Conctusion 


They said to themselves at the beginning of this 
war “ Jews are a peopic.”” Secondly, they said to 
themselves, “ The Jewish people was vitally con- 
cerned in this war.” And there was one inevitable 
conclusion flowing from these. two fundamental 
assumptions. If they were a people, and if as a 
people they were concerned in this war, they should 
be given a place in the family of peoples that were 
fighting together for their own and for humanity's 
freedom, as Jews. 

The cry Of those now being’ massacred in Europe 
was a challenge to thé wishes of the world. It was 
a double challenge—first, it meant saving those who 
could be saved. But it also meant redeeming the 
outraged honour of Jewry, and there was no other 
way of redeeming their outraged hondur to-day 
than by letting them fight together as Jews. 

How should those be saved who could be? As 
many Jews should be brought into Palestine straight 
away as could: be. The problem was not only of 
finding temporary shelters for human beings, but 
of finding a Home for the whole people, and the 
Home was there. 

Mr; Shertok stressed the point that the problem 
of the future of Palestine was not only the concern 
of the present inhabitants of the country—or of the 
inhabitants of the Middle East alone. It was a 
world probient, because Palestine was the country - 
of the Jews in the consciousness of humanity and 
it was certainly the country of the Jews in the con- 
sciousness Of the Jews themselves. And because 
the Jewish problem was a world problem, there- 
fore the problem of Palestine was a world problem, 
and this. fact had never: been more patent than it 
was to-day. 


Protiem of the Arabs 


There were people who stressed the importance 
of coming to terms with the Arabs as to the future 
of Palestine. No one should minimise the import- 
ance of that problem and that task. But by over- 
stressing the indispensability of coming to terms 
with the Arabs, these well-meaning Jews, he was 


“seriously afraid, were doing a grave disservice to the 


cause of their people and to the cause of a tonstruc- 
lave solution of the problem of Palestine and the 
Middle East, because they tore the problem out of 
its living context. They isolated the issue of Paies- 
tine from the issue of the world Jewish question. 
But it could not be isolated that way. It was one 
problem, world-wide in its character, and they were 
entitled to appeal to the whole world with a view 
to solving this problem | 

lt was not a question of coming to an arrarige- 
ment between the Jews and the Arabs who were. in 
Palestine to-day, concluded Mr. Shertok. lt 
a question of bringing to Palestine milliofs of Jews, 
and this.could not be done without their succeed- 
ing in bringing world influences to bear on the 
problem. The final answer to the massacres in 
Pirope to-day was, “Give the Jews back therr own 
country; save the Jews once and for all from the 
curse of homelessness.” 

Mr. Barnett Janner presided at the meeting, and 
Professor S. Brodetsky and Mr. Berl Locker also 
spoke.

DESPAIR OF POLISH JEWRY 


Palestine the Solution 


Mr. Elchanani, speaking at a meeting convened 
by the N.Z.0O. Emergency Committee, at the White- 
chapel Art Gallery on Sunday, stated there was 
utter. despair among the Jewish masses in the East 
over what they thought was a complacent attitude 
on the part of their brethren living in free countries. 
It was not declarations but inymediate action they 
were hoping for. There were already indications 
of a moral breakdown. In some places Jews were 
voluntarily turning up to be deported and 
massacred. 

The only way to instil in them new hope was to 
tell them that there was one country in the world 
which they could look upon as their own, knowing 
that if they were able to reach it they would not 
be turned away, That country was Palestine. The 
first step to be taken in any rescue was, therefore, 
to declare Palestine as a place of refuge for Jews. 
At the same time, a sefious attempt was necessary 
to carry out various plans which had been proposed 
for the exchange of German civilians in Allied 
countries for Jews in the ghettoes, as well as for 
approaching Germany through the Protecting 
Power, the Vatican and the Red Cross, in order 
fe obtain Germany's consent for the evacuation of 

Mr. M. Katz attributed the difficulties in the 
present tragic situation to the unwillingness of the 
non-Jewish world to deal with the Jewish nation as 
an equal among equals. 

Dr. Schwartzman, who. presided, expressed his 
conviction that in spite of all obstacles the redemp- 
tion of.the Jewish nation would be achieved.

Speaking on the Biltmore resolution. Mr. Ben Israc! said 
their political programme was based, above all, on the right 
of Jewish immigration into Palestine Their claim. in 
common with all Zionists, was to see the majority of the 
Jewish peopic in Erctz Yisracil. Without that condition, no 
solution of the Jewish problem was possible, and they 
demanded that the Arabs recognise this. There was nothing 
abnormal in their demand. In a world where the fate of 
many nationalitics was linked together. the solution of 


particular questions was not the concern of only this or that — 


particular national group, but a matter of gencral. considcra- 
thon A ecneral solution must be found cven if onc ofr 
other group was not willing to understand and agtec to the 
necds of others. Their fate was tinked up historically 
whether the Arabs liked it or not, with Palestine and, there- 
fore, in this question they could have no compronuse 

At the same time. they demanded from themecives and 
froth the Zionist Movement the creation of a political frame- 
work which, on the one hand, would safeguard the right of 
the maximunr possible immigration, and, on the other, the 
development of the real aspirations of the Arabs They 
rejected the Judenstaat Theory,’ which, said Mr. Ben 
Isracl, was the Biltmore resolution in different terms, for 
they saw in that connection an unnecessary provocation 
towards the Arabs in Palestine and in the ‘neighbouring 
countries 

Among resolutions which were passed was one which 
expressed determined oppesition. to zhe Biltmore resolution 
and the proposed establishment of alcwish Commonwealth. 
but calied upon the world, the British Government, afid the 
Labour movement in particular to open the gates of 
Palestine to Jewish immigration. ‘** The Zionist movement,” 
it said, “‘ must draw up a programme for the absorption of 
a large Jewish Aliyah in Palestine while guarantecing the 
planned constructive character of the Aliyah and — the 
hegemony of the Chajutz forces in it.” 

A call to action was issued to Jewish youth, to “ fight, 
work, and construc: for and in Erctz Yisracl.

If in any 
country passions are stirred and exploited by 
fanatics or agitators, a terrible responsibility, 
indeed, will he on them, and to a less degree on 
those who allow themselves to be misled, for the 
very ideals for which their people have fought this 
war will have been betrayed by them.” 

He concluded by expressing his deepest sympathy 
for all in Palestine who during the past year had 
suffered the loss of their nearest and dearest in the 
war or through “ the disaster falling upon their

MEXICO WILL TAKE SOME 
REFUGEES | 


Plans for Aiding Nazis’ Victims 


By arrangement with General Sikorski, the Polish 
Prime Minister, 3,000 Poles from Iran, mostly 
women and childron, are to be allowed to live in 
Mexico at the Polish Government's expense. 

Various bodies interested in the problem of the 
persecuted Jews of Europe have meanwhile sug- 
gested that an approach should be made to the 
Vatican, particularly in connection with the rescue 
of the children, reports the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. 
The suggestion would appear to have been well 
received in authoritative quarters, but it is not 
known whether any definite steps towards carrying 
it into effect have yet been taken 


There is reason to believe that the United States, 


Canada, and certain Latin American countries have 
indicated their readiness to make the necessary 
arrangements for the reception of a considerable 
number of Jewish children from Europe. 

An appeal to the Archbishop of Canterbury, and 
to various M.P.s. asking them to imtervene on 
behalf of thousands of Jewish refugees in Spain and 
Portugal, in order to make possible their immigra- 
tion into Palestine, has been cabled by the Refugee 
Relief Commitice in Lisbon. 

Recently, many appeals have been made~to the 
United Nations to assume financial and moral 
responsibility for the victims of Nazi tyranny, so 
that neutral countries would be encouraged to 
offer them sanctuary. 


Saving the Remaants 


Among them is one, in a letter to THe Times, 
from the Bishop of Chichester, asking that the 
Allied Powers approach Germany with a request 
to grant Jews exit permits to neutral couniries, 
‘which would be indemnified against loss by the 
‘Alhes, who would undertake the evacuation of 
these Jews after the war. He also asks that the 
Allies appeal to a'l. powers for a comprchensive 
solution to the Jewish problem. 
*Sir held Pageant of Empire and 
the Allies, held ab Albert Hall last week, said: 
“ Plans for the rehabilitation of the ‘occupied

Stock exchanges in neutgal 
countries decline to quote such shares because they 
believe that an Allied victory will mean that the 
present owners of the stolen concerns will have to 
return them to the Jews.

TURKISH PRESS NAILS ANTI- 
3 JEWISH LIE 


The Bucharest.radio recently broadcast a state- 
ment that the President of the Jewish Community 
of Istanbul has called upon the United States 
Ambassador in Ankara, Mr. Stemhardt (who is a 
Jew), to procure exemption for Jews in Turkey 
from paying the new super-tax imposed for defence 
purposes The Turkish ‘newspaper, Yen: Sapa, in 
a sharp reply, pointed out that the Bucharest radio 
is obviously under Nazi control, and that its state- 
ment is sheer invention. Turkish Jews had at no 


time sought to avoid payment of this vitally 
mecessary tax. 
JEW-HUNT IN TANGIERS 


The Spapish Government's action last week in 
officially occupying the former Tangiers Inter- 
national Zone was preceded by arrests of Jews on 
the pretext that. they were Communists. The 
arrested men were taken away without trial. 
Tangiers is said to be full of German agents. 


SLAVES FROM BELGIUM 
Nazis Round-up Jewish Families 


The deportation.of Jews from Belgium is con- 
tinuing. Forcign Jews are subsected to particu- 
larly harsh treatment. Whole famflies are being 
sent to the Dossin barracks at Malines, where hus- 
bands are separated from their wives, and children 
from their parents, to be deported to various des- 
tinations.. Jews of Belgian nationality are also 


being rounded up for deportation cither to Eastern 


Europe or Northern France, where they are put on 
fortification work Anyone wearing the yellow 
star is liable to be arrested at any moment. It is 
also suspected — that 
without any form of trial. 

About two hundred Jews were atrested recently 
at Hoboken (Antwerp), according to information 
reaching Belgian circles in Londcn. As the Jews 
were Climbing on to lorries to be takén away, a 
German officer, Oberleutnant Hermann Goldweg, 
fired revolver shots at them. 

The Nazis have forbidden private firms outside 
Brussels, Antwerp, Liége, and Charleroi to employ 
Jews. And even in these four areas, private firms 
may employ Jews only when non- -Jewish labour is 
not available, and when they can prove that the 
work cannot be done by non-Jewish women. 

Persons who give shelter to Jews are threatened 
with imprisonment, or even with the penalty of 
death. Nevertheless, the population, and especial!v 
the Catholic clergy, are doing their utmost to help 
the Jews, and special collections of alms have been 

nised. In one town, the collection at a single 

ration of Mass totalled 60,000 francs (£480).

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SEE IT WHOLE 


A VERY real service has been rendered to the country by 
Tre Times, which has recently published and discussed 
articles on the modernisation and rationalising of the 
machinery of government, with particular reference to that 
of the Foreign Office. It has shown, with un@rguable 
cogency, how the impact of world events has transformed 
the situation and reduced the methods still employed to 
an anachronism, how the ad foc improvisation of new 
Departments to meet each new modern need as it arose 
has led to delays and timidity, and how the dispersion of 
authority has gone to such lengths that overlapping not 
infrequently becomes chaos, or issues in sheer competi- 
tion between Departments. It emphasises the urgency of 
a scientific, forward-looking handling of the business of 
government and the scrapping of traditions which are only 
the ghosts of old ideas and institutions which have lived 
their value on the stage of a world in process of /breath- 
taking change. In the case of the Foreign Office, to take 
one special example, a scheme of reorganisation is mapped 
out on general lines, the main purpose of which is to com- 
bine it with the new Departments that impinge on its 
sphere, but in such a way that overriding responsibility 
for the planning of foreign policy as a whole should rest 
with a Cabinet Minister unburdened by departmental 
routine. 

It is not difficult to see how the present confusion and 
inefficiency in handling foreign and international affairs, 
as well as the lack of scientific and orderly poliey-planning, 
while a grave handicap to national interests, has also 
operated with baleful effect on any intelligent handling of 
the Jewish problem. The enemies of the Jews have not 
been worried in the same way. Hitler's campaign against 
them was planned long before the war. It was world- 
planned and has flowered in the sinister Anti-Semitic Inter- 
national. It has thus thrown into high relief the Jewish 
problem as a world problem—indeed its principal task 
was to see to it that it should be made, by hooked cross 
or crooked cross, a whole world problem. To answer 
efficiently the challenge thus created will require machinery 
for handling foreign affairs capable, as THe Times articles 
plead, of long-term and intelligent study and planning; 
it will require a Foreign Affairs Department capable of 
viewing the Jewish problem as a world one, whether its 
manifestations occur in Berlin, New York, or Bucharest, in 
Jerusalem, Poland, or Bethnal Green. Each must be seen 
as a facet of the whole and inseparable from it. In past 
tinkering with it, there has been only futile subdivision. 
In the Foreign Office itself, it has been the occasional 
separate and mostly isolated concern of several regional 
sections. When Palestine came up for consideration, this 
became the prime concern of that section of the Colonial 
Office, although the Foreign Office had clear and crucial 
interests in the matter. 
of dealing with Jewish attitudes in foreign lands, the 
Ministry of Information must clearly be interested. This 
sort of unco-ordinated departmentalisation has operated 
in almost catastrophic fashion. It has prevented the 
envisaging of the problem as‘a single one crying for an 
integrated universal treatment. It has fostered the tragic 
fallacy that it could be settled by piecemeal remedies, now 
here, now there. It has been, indeed, the very negation of 
the need to see it steadily and see it whole. And so the 
way has been made straight for the tyrants and the firing 
squads. 

In the vital interests of all the nations not less than of 
the Jews, this bungling and fumbling must be abandoned, 
and the sooner the better. It is no less imperative for 
Jews than for other communities that there should be 
a “ whole Jewish policy.” That means thinking out care- 
fully, in advance, the ways and means for the rehabilita- 
tion of the despoiled and uprooted Jewries of the Con- 
tinent to the extent to which that may be thought desirable 
or expedient; and not waiting for a number of discordant 
plans to be thrown on the table of a tired Peace Con- 
ference. It means, above all, the. sane co-ordination of 
any proposals made with a firm grasp of the priority 
which, on any practical estimate, Palestine must, and can- 
not but, occupy in the settlement of the entire trouble. 

The mishandling of the Jewish Army proposal is a classic 
example of the sterile ineffectiveness which the absence of 
a co-ordinated. handling by the Government of the Jewish 
problem as a whole has led to. Each Department viewing 
the question within its own strictly departmental ‘limits, no 
single Department since the Prime Minister’s original agree- 
‘ment to the idea in principle way back in 1940 has had the 
duty and the interest to examine the movement for a Jewish 
Army in all its implications, above all as affecting the world 
‘Jewish position as a whole. In the affairs of man almost 
gnvariably the whole is far greater than the sum of its parts. 

More than anything else, indeed, the future policy for 
Palestine almost shrieks for the "adoption of a world 
attitude to the Jewish problem. Are not the pains and

national and the means at once of performing a great act 
of international justice, of establishing for the world the 
opportunity for the unique and much needed contribution 
of Hebrew culture to modern civilisation, and for Jthe 
ridding of all mankind of the loathsome moral disease of 
anti-Semitism. If only against this clamarmt necessity 
the selfish egotism of a few Arab fire-eaters cannot, in 
reason, be allowed to weigh—any more than the dis- 
pleasure of residents affected by slum clearances is allowed 
to veto an improvement scheme. Surely mankind has 
its rights, as well as a few provincial Arabs, members of a 
people who are already gorged with territories and do 
not run the remotest risk to their lives, liberties, and 
property by the creation of a real Jewish National Home, 
but who would prosper mightily from that achievement, 
Is the mere dislike of 
Jewish neighbours—the only real objection which the 
Arab can raise to a Jewish Palestine—to be compared 
with the sufferings and sacrifices which British and Allied 
eroic struggle 
to Keep Arabs, among others, from falling into the clutches 
of their Nazi patrons? 

Once the justice and expediency of the world-view of 
Palestine as a Jewish State is accepted, and in practice imple- 
mented, it would be the dearest wish of the Jews of this 
country, and indeed of many others, that Palestine should 
have the opportunity of taking its place as a Dominion of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations—a lot in which every 
inhabitant of Palestine would find freedom and security 
and should feel a justified pride. Destiny and common 
ideals have combined to draw Britain and Jewry ever more 
closely together. The Jewish Scriptures—most nobly 
translated into the English language—have emphasised, 
as well as symbolised, that community. en King 
George V was thanked for the Balfour De€laration, his 
reply was “ Well, it is in the Bible.” It was the Bible that 
influenced the return of the Jews to this country. It has 
abode in the British heart despite all outward appearances 
of indifferep¢e. What blessings might not this link of 
a common/ spiritual allegiance between Britain and a 


Jewish Palestine. a member of the British Commonwealth 


of Nations, hold not only for Jews but for all God's 
children? 


KEEPING THE CHILDREN OUT 


Tue failure to respond to a very widely felt desire for the 
admission of Jewish children now lying under Hitler's 
massacre-threat has apparently been due, to an important 
extent, to the advice tendered to the.Home Office that such 
an act of mercy would be dangerous to the peace of this 
country. This does not mean that those who gave the advice 
stood in mortal dread of possible nefarious activities by the 
little ones on behalf of the creature who seeks their lives, 
but only, it is suggested, that their mere presence here might 
sharpen the animosity of anti-Jews and Fascists—most of 
whom, by the way, are supposed to be under the close atten- 
tions of the Home Secretary, who is “keeping his eye on 
them.” It may, or may not, be true- that these wise men of 
Whitehall would-rather share indirectly in the guilt of Herod 
than offer shelter to what can only be a minimum of innocents 
gravely menaced. It may be equally true that a Ministry of 
Security's job is to ensure security at all costs, and to stamp 
upon the remotest possible threat thereto. But one could 
really wish that it showed at least the. same sleepless vigilance 
in other matters with which it is concerned. In that event, 
perhaps, a Fascist—one of three in the particular town who 
were openly identified, before the war, with the Mosley move- 
ment-—would not have been approved by a Goveftnment 
Department as a worker in 2 munitions factory, until the 
fellow’s own amazing statement to the authorities brought the 
facts to their attention and the man himself to prison. 


WHAT IS THE REASON? 


SiMILARLY the incidents reported to have taken. place at a 
certain meeting on behalf of the solicitously cared for 18B 
internees, and subsequently repeated in great detail in these 
columns by two reliable p apt present at that meeting——a 
meeting which in fact became transformed into ‘a public rally 
of all the suspect organisations in fancy names—-would not 


have been contradicted by the Home Office Under-Secretary. 


If. as Mr. Peake stated, his information did not bear out our 
evidence, then his informants must have been deaf or blind 
or both, and a vigilance comparable with that evinced in the case 
of the threatened children would have ensured a less defective 
set of agents. The Department's penetrating gaze—something 
much more active than a mere stony stare—would have 
detected the peril lurking in the dispatch of uncensored letters 
to neutral countries, and, being a responsible Department, it 
would have made such determined representations against the 
ineffectual. control of letters to neutral destinations that the 
German Secret Service would not have contemplated, as 
revealed in a recent spy trial, availing themselves of this 
obvious loophole. N&&# could phoney Pacifism, working to 
sow Nazism and weaken the war effort, enjoy so much real 
and cloudless peace—and supplies of paper—under a Depart- 


ment toiling with all-round vigilance, or a pamphlet be distri-— 


buted which is, in effect, nothing but a revival of the banned 
Fascist publication called “ Action.” Of course, it is a fact 
that the Anti-Semitic International is a very live and astute 
body not always easy to track down, 
that the Home Secretary means thoroughly well. But a little 
less concern on the part of the Department to prevent refugee 
children being carried out of reach of the murderers’ clutches, 


and a good deal more with the treacherous individuals now, 


getting busier and busier in our midst, would be very welcome.

the sense of proportion among those charged with the security 
of the nation.

Let us hope and pray that there will not, one 


Desprre President Roosevelt’s instructions, the restoration 
of human rights te the Jews in French North Africa still lags. 
To a very great extent this, no doubt, must be due to the 
complexities and anxieties of the position in the territories 
concerned, and due weight, of course, must be given to this 
factor. But it can scarcely explain what, according to very 
recent information, amounts to a complete absence even of 
any beginnipg with the task. Over 17,000 refugees, mostly 
Jews, still remain in the internment camps. and even the 
story given over the wireless and elsewhere that a Pioneer 
company has been formed from the Germans and Austrians 
among them it has been impossible to confirm. Surely the 
plight of all these people deserves some consideration, and 
any steps taken to relieve it should meet with little opposition 
—unless, maybe, it comes from the doubtful elements that 
would still seem to enjoy some power in the local administra- 
tion. There is now, in those parts, a resident British Minister, 
Mr. Harold Macmillan, in whose humane sympathies every 
confidence can be reposed. It is his function to act as adviser 
to the local military Power in civilian matters. 
that he will have had clear instructions on this matter from 
the Government and that our American coreligionists will bestir 
themselves to urge that effective steps be taken by Mr. Mac- 
millan’s American opposite number. This is not a mere 
matter of the liberties of so many thousand Jews. An all- 
important principle is involved—no less than the moral basis 
of the Allied cause itself. 


OUT OF THEIR OWN MOUTHS 


Any doubts still harboured as to the reality of Hitler's 
Jew-extermination plot should be dissipated by two recent 
incidents. The first is the delivery of a New Year message in 
which Adolf, that messenger of love, threatened “ punish- 
ment” for the Jews because of their “Old Testament of hate,” 
foretold their destruction, and proclaimed “ merciless war” 
against them “until a final and clear decision is. reached.” 


' The second is a virtual admission of the Jewish massacre in 


Poland published in the Nazi press.- It tells its readers that 
the Jewish population of Lwow, Poland. has been reduced 
from 120,000 to 50,000 during the German occupation, in 
part by the severe action of the authorities. Even after such 
statements as these from the enemy's own mouth; however, 
there is no certainty that all questioning wM be abandoned, 
especially on the part of those “ willing to wound, yet,” just 
for the moment, “afraid to strike.” But it takes often the 
peculiar and familiar form of -cunning insinuation. For 
instance, it starts by agreeing that the policy of Jew-extermina- 


tion is indeed ghastly and incredible, and by tepidly welcoming _ 


the House of Commons demonstration as something which 
will serve to express the feelings of this country. 
having thus set itself right with the national. conscience, there 
follows a procéssion of “ howevers.” A typical example of 
this kind of thing in a certain periodical explains that even if 
the reports of the massacre are exaggerated, the balance that is 
true should suffice to produce the same reactions; nevertheless, 
we are assured that the fact remains that, in wartime especially 
such accounts are apt to be developed in the uncertain and 
dangerous transmission and that for the exact truth we must 
wait until the war is over--—when, one might add, there wyl be 
no European Jewry left to make the grouble .worth while. 
Having thus planted the doubt about exaggeration, and so 
cooled off popular fervour, we are next informed that persecu- 
tion and the consequent moral reaction should be kept as 
clear as. possible from propaganda—-a self-denying ordinance 
which Goebbels, of course, always strictly and conscientiously 
observes, however painful it may be. 


DEVIL’S ADVOCATE 


ArTrer all (proceeds this particular effort at cooling down 
righteous indignation), the murder of thousands of Catholics 
in other countries’ was passed over almost in silence by those 
who to-day righily lead—our ttahcs-—-the campaign to inform 
the world about what is now happening; and some of these— 
mark these words—may even have taken the view. that it served 
reactionary Church people abroad right. So why, the innocent 
reader or hearer is left to ask, get all hot and bothered about 
five or six million Jews? Then comes a final and almost pious 
suggestion: revenge and retaliation are not the proper cure, but 
a long process of re-education is; the way of education, mercy, 
and conversion, not of punishment, is the way. of. Christianity. 


And so, having first been told that we should wait tll after the 


war for the exact truth, we are admonished that even when 
that is ascertained the guilty parties should not be punished, 
however ghastly the facts; andespeciaily those who carried 
out the extermination threat are to be left alone with their 
contrite hearts. These brutes, who so. often revel in the 
butchery, were, it is pleaded, only twisted by a forced Nazi 
teaching and, faced with no choice of action except an heroic 
one, cannot necessarily be considered guilty in the eyes of 
God. Thus,.by specious play on prejudice and inertia, and 
with a complete disregard for the moral and material risks, 
the outcry against the annihilation of two million fellow-men, 
women, and children is whittled down to a tiresome and even 
impious act, and a great righteous moment in British history 
is reduced to the level of a sorry farce. Against such a blend of 
twaddle and trickery let us set the forthright and noble denuncia- 
tion from the BritisH WEEKLY: 
“ Anger was described by a great Englishman as one of the 
sinews of the soul. The capacity for such anger as the lot 
of the Jews aroused in h®man hearts against the perpetrator, 

is surely a mark of our high calling. Anyone who will inter- 
rupi us at this moment with some low account of the sources 

of such anger, we must hold to be on the edge of the unpardon- 
sin.” 
How superbly apt! And how refreshing—like hearing one 
of Cardinal Hinsley’s thunderous denunciations of the Naz 
abomination after listening-in to Laval.

REFUGEES IN SHANGHAI 
AND TEHERAN 


An Urgent Relief Problem 


The plight of Polish Jewish refugees in Shanghai 
and Teheran was discussed at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Polish Iewish Refu 
Fund, held at the offices of the Board of Deputies, 
Woburn House, last week. Professor Brodetwsky 
Vice-President of the Fund, was in the chair and 
warmly welcomed delegates from Shanghai—Rabbi 
I. H. Siemiatycki, Dr. 1. B. Bajer, and Messrs. I. 
Lederman and L. Feit. 

The number of Polish Jewish refugees in 
Shanghai, it was reported, was 931. They came via 
Vilma and Viadivostock in 1941 and were sent to 
Shanghai by the Japanese, who were trying to con- 
centrate all the white people from their own and 
occupied territory. At the outbreak of war in the 
Pacific, 306 refugees had visas for Palestine, 60 
possessed visas for Canada, and another @ had- 
visas for Australia. 
e¢ amount of about 15,000 American dollars, 
which had been left by the Polish Ambassador in 
— for soup kitchens and payment of rent was 
sufficient only for two months. Relief from local 
sources became almost impossible. The position of 
the refugees was not very hopeful, it was added, 
and if they were to be saved they had to be trans- 
ferred to the French district. The only solution to 
ihe problem was to evacuate them by means of an 
exchange of civilian prisoners of war. 

In the discussion which followed, Dr. I. Schwarz- 
bart reported on the relief measures adopted by the 
Polish authorities, and Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of 
the Political Department of the Jewish Agency, 
described the steps taken to transfer refugee 
children in Teheran to Palestine. | 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the General Secretary of the 
Fund, said that Palestine immigration certificates 
had been. secured for 1,000 Polish Jewish refugee 
children, mostly orphans, who, with 100 adults, 
had arrived in Teberan. The Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund had granted £3,000 towards the cost of trans- 
portation to Eretz Yisrael. As the Iraqi Govern- 
ment refused to grant transit visas, refugees would 
have to go by steamer. The health of the 
children was poor, and adequate food and clothing 
were urgently needed. The Polish Government, he 
added, was most generously contributing £1. per 
child per week, but that amount was insufficient, 
and the Fund would have to provide an cqual 
amount. 

It was resolved that al? necessary stéps should be 
taken immediately to assist the refugees, pafticu- 
larly with regard to their immigration into Pales- 
tine. Special grants were voted for the care of the 
children,

Professor S. Brodctsky, in an address, referred 
to the declaration by Rr. Eden, which, he said, 
did not go far enough. To make the declaration 
a real one, it was necessary to ict all Germans know 
what their responsibility was, that Laval and his 
Government, the Hungarian and the Rumanian 
Governments be told that. they dare not carry out 
the policy of the German Government. It should 
be made clear that if a Jew could escape he would 
be accepted by neutral countries and the United 
Nations should declare that they were prepared to 
assist the neutral countries to receive them. There 
was one obvious place where the people are waiting 
to receive them, and to help them, and that place 
was Palestine. 

Resolutions were adopted (on the proposition of 
Dr. H. Edelston) calling upon all neutral countries 
into which Jews can escape to facilitate their escape 
and urging the United Nations to help that policy; 
demanding that a Jewish Army be established; and 
weicoming the resolution adopted by the Small 
Council of the Zionist General Council in Palestine 
which “endorsed the Zionist poiiical line as 
defined at the All Zionist Conference in America 
in May, 1942, which lays down that the new world 
order that will follow victory cannot be established 
on foundations of peace, justice, and equality unless 
the problem of Jewish homelessness is finally 
solved," and urges ** that the gates of Palestine be 
opened, that the Jewish Agency be vested with the 
control of immigration . and that Palestine 
be established as a Jewish Commonwealth.”

not mugh more than £2. In the conditions of the 
post-war world, it would be hardly possible to pro- 
vide am effective religious education for such a 
paltry sum. 

They knew that communal taxation was the most 
effective method. Communit 
almost unanimously, They had evi of that at 
the communal conference held a year ago. Never- 
theless, nothing had happened since then except for 
a few fryitiess meetings. 

Miss tie Adler asked why they had not heard 
any more about it. 

ir. Epstein: “Those who are at the head of 
affairs of the Angio-Jewish Community are not all 
pulling in the same direction. I will say nothing 
more than that.” 

Dr. Morris reported on the first anniversary of 
the South Wales hostel. There was ample justifica- 
tion on social grounds, he said, for the maintenance 
of such a hostel, it had also amply justified 
itself educationally. 

. Morris also gave his preliminary report on 
the consultations with the Government authorities 
on religious education in State schools and the 
future of the non-provided schools. 

There were two lines of consultations. First, and 
more important, there were those 
President of the Board of Education and the Chief 
Rabbi, who, of course, was the recognised spokes- 
man for Jewish religious interests. Nothing would 
be said in this report about these consultations, the 
resukt of which the Chief Rabbi would presumably 
make public whenever he dcemed it advisable. 


Future of Non-Provided Schools -* 


The second line of consultations, at the request of 
Mr. Butler, had taken place between a highly placed 
officer of the Board of Education and representa- 
tives of the J.E.C. consultations could «be 
conveniently divided into - parts, religious 
instruction im State schools, and the future of the 
non-provided schools. Dr. Morris dealt particularly 
with the question of the non-provided schools, and 
said that the Government were now offering the 
non-provided schools two alternatives—{1) the 
handme over of the schools to the Government on 
condition that a number of reserved teachers: be 
retained for the purpose of religious instruction, 
and (2) continuing the present position on condition 
that the managers provided"50 per cent of the cost 
of rebuilding and repairs, the other 5O per cent to 
be granted by the Board of Education. 

The J.E.C. had taken the view, first, that: the 
matter must be brought to the serious. attention, of 
the Community, and, secondly, that it was worth 
while making a communal effort to save at least 
some of these schools, which meant opting for 
alternative 2. The Association of Non-Provided 
Schools, at a conference, had, serious diseus- 
sion, agreed to the same view. They had appointed 
a sub-committee to go into detailed consideration 


_ of the position of every Jewish non-provided school 


with a view. to determining which of them might, 
if necessary with communal! support, be saved for 
the future. 

li was the view of the people most intimately 
concerned with these schools that Jewish non- 
provided schools had througMput represented a 
rehgious and cultural factor in the life of the Com- 
munity and that all that could be done must be 
done to enable them fe continue their beneficial 
influence.

DR. ARTHUR RUPPIN | 


Planned Patestine’s Agricultural 
Colonisation 


Palestine’s great colonisation expert, Dr. Arthur 
Ruppin, died suddenly in Jerusalem last Friday at 
the age of 66. He was buried on Sunday at 
Dagania, in accordance with a wish expressed by 
his family. 

The offices of the Jewish Agency remained closed 
as a sign of mourning. Large crowds gathered in 
front of the Agency building when Dr. Ruppin’s 

im was brought out after the Kaddish had n 
said by his son Raphael, who was in uniform, The 

l-bearers were Dr. J. mt Magnes, Mr. S. Hoofien, 

neral Manage: of the Anglo-Palestine Bank, 
Justice Gad Frumkin, of the Palestine High Court, 
and Mr. Novomeysky, of the Palestine Potash 
Company. 

The procession to the Yeshurun Synagogue was 
headed by the two Chief Rabbis, Dr. Isaac Herzog 
and Rabbi Benzion Uziel, Mr. David Ben Gurion, 
President of the Jewish ee Executive, Miss 
Henrietta Szold, members of the Agency Exccu- 
tive and the Vaad Leumi, and representatives of 
the Palestine Government. In all settlements which 
the cortege passed on its way to Dagania, the popu- 
lation lined up to pay their last homage. 

Dr. Ruppin, who was born in» Rawicz, Posen, 
left commerce as a ge Be to study law and 
political economy in rim and Halle, and 
graduated in 1902 In 1904 he helped to found the 
Association for Jewish Statistics, and was head of. 
the Berlin office of the Association till 1908. At 


the same time he edited the periodical “ Demo- 
graphy and Statistics of the Jews.” His book 


The Jews of To-day,” which reviews the social 
structure of the Jewish people, brought him into 
contact with the leading persons of the Zionist 
movement, and in 1907 at the invitation of Mr. 
David Wolffsohn. President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, he visited Palestine. There in 1908 he took 
over the administration of the Palestine Office in 
Jafia. He was head of Jewish colonisation work 
in Palestine until 1916, when he was expelled from 
the country by’ Jemal Pasha. The first co-oper>- 
tive settlements of Dagania and Merchavia, as well 
as the farms in Kinereth and Huldg were established 
under his direction. Dr. Ruppin' was also one of 
the initiators of the foundation of Tel-Aviv, — 


Colonisation of the Emek 


After returning to Palestine in 1920 he organised 
the colonisation of the Emek Jezreel, founded the 
Workers’ Bank, and drafted the constitutions of 
the Mortgage Bank and the Palestine Investment 
Corporation. At successive Zionist congresses, Dr. 
Ruppin reported on the practical progress of Jewish 
colonisation in Palestine and devel®ped the methods 
to be used, laying particular stress on the import- 
ance of Labour colonisation along co-operative 
lines. He also occupied himself intensively with 
the problem of Jewish-Arab relations, and on the 
basis of his programme of a bi-national State, the 
association “ Brith Shalom” was ‘founded in 
Jerusalem in 1925 Dr.-Ruppin was Chairman till 
1929. In 1930 he published a “Jewish Sociology ” 
in two volumes, an English translation of which 
appeared under the title “Jewish Faith and Future,” 
in 1940. 

Shortly before his death Dr. Ruppin had been 
emrusted with the task of working out an cconomic 
plan for the establishment of the Jewish Common- 
wealth in Palestine after the war. He was very 
hopeful about plans for agricultural expansion on 
the basis of irrigation on a large scale. In a report 
to the General Zionist Council in 1937, he declared 
that recent water borings showed the age § 
of irrigating three million dunams of land, whic 
meant that.a further 100,000 families could be 
Placed in agricultural settlements. 

Dr, Ruppin was a member of the Executive of 
the Jewish Agency since 1921, with the exception of 
short intervals. He was Professor of Sociology at 
the Hebrew University .and he conducted the 
Economic Research Institute in Palestine 


PROFESSOR ENRICO GLICENSTEIN, who 
was world-famous as a sculptor, died in New York 
last week after a.street accident in the “dim-aut.” 
He was born 72 years ago in Turek, Russian 
Poland. His father, a poor ghetto teacher, wanted 
hum to become a Rabbi. and until the age of 17 he 
studied in the Yeshiva. His talent was discovered 
by the painter Hirszenberg. He attained fame by 
his statue of the “ Sleeping Messiah,’ a plaster 
cast of which has been included in the art coliection 
of the Bezalel Museum in Jerusalem. ‘The sculptor 
settied later in Rome, where. he married the sister 
of Hirszenberg. He was knighted by the King of 
Italy. At the World Exhibition in Venice in 1926, 
he was given one of the main halls tn which his 
collected works were shown. 


MR. ABRAHAM MOSS, aged 55. was one of 
the founders of the Mile Ead and Bow District 
Synagogue, and for many years Treasurer of the 
Talmud Torah, Taking up residence some years 
ago in Cricklewood, he became a member of the 
Board of Mahagement of the Synagogue there. 
Mr. Moss was an active Zionist. He leaves a 
widow, a daughter, and two sons. A tribute has 
been received from Mr. Simon Myers. 


MR. LEWIN P. SAMUEL (Birmingham), aged 
86, was described in the BIRMINGHAM Mall as 
“one of the most benevolent figures in Midland 
Jewry.”’. With the late Mr. So} Levi he founded 
two of the city’s earliest picture-houses«—the Scala 
and the Futurist-—and he was chiefly responsible 
for the establyrmment of a Hospital Cinema Sunday

The Soviet Embassy 
is all-powerfyl in London.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The God of Abraham, 
and Jacob 


ND God spake unto Moses and said unto 

him: “I am the Lord, and I appeared unto: 

Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob’ 
(Ex, vi. 2-3). lf we wanted to characterise our 


' Judaism, we could call our religion the religion of 


the fathers. Jewish religion is tradition. Our God 
—-to-day and in every Jewish generation—is the 
God of our fathers. Our God is the God of 
Abraham Isaac, and Jacob. Thus we entered the 
history of this world. And thus we -intend to 
remain until the end of time. 

Che Jewish religion.is tradition. That has always 
been clear to the Sewhah people. There is no better 
explanation of our religious attitude than this 
passage from the Ethics of the Fathers: “ Moses 
received the Torah on Sinai, and handed it down 
to Joshua; Joshua to the elders: the elders to the 
prophets; and the prophets handed it down. to the 
men of the Great Synagogue.” 

if we understand the Jewish religion as a religion 
of the fathers, we have to explain the. function of 
the prophet, For prophecy and tradition are oppo- 
site to one another. The prophet criticises tradi- 
tion, if tradition becomes petrified, if it becomes an 
outworn custom without a living soul, Although 


- that is perfectly true, we have to take heed to under- 


stand the prophet in the right way. The prophet 
is a fervent critic of all dead habits and customs 
in which there is no longer a living heart, but at the 
same time he is the renewer of the tradition. The 
renewed heart renews the tradition. Thus tradi- 
tion remains a living tradition 


HERE is always a possibility of renewal for 
Judaism. Whatever new experiences may con- 
front us, we remain faithful to the God of our 
fathers. to the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 
There .is always the possibility for a -new generation 
to renew all that seems to them to need renewal. 
But here we. have to mark an important Jewish 
conception, The word “mishna”™ its not only 
applied to certain books, but it implies an impor- 
tant religious conception. Mishna means repeti- 
tion. Jewish teaching although it may have a new 
form in every generation, cafi as Jewish teaching only 
be repetition, repetition of what ous fathers and 
forefathers already knew. New teachers may arise 
and will be heartily welcomed. But what is their 
message? Their message can have the form of 
their own times. That is unavoidable, and we do 
not blame their new-fashioned attitude. But in 
one thing we are not inclined towards compromise. 
Their message must remain the message of the God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Their message 
must be--nowithstanding its modern form— 
mishna, repetition of the old message of our fathers 
Their message must be tradition. 

Two important facts have happened in our 
generation to our Jewish people: the martyrdom 
outside and the break with tradition inside, The 
martyrdom has deprived the Jewish people of many 
Jewish leaders, of many places of learning, af many 
centres of tradition. The break with tradition in 
the midst of our people, a break not forced upon 
us, but grown out of our own inner consciousness, 
becomes now a more venal sin. Shall what is left 
by our enemies be destroyed by ourselves? It shall 
not.. He who-serves the Jewish people to-day can 
onty admonish the Jewish youth—and not only the 
to go Dack to the sources of our Judaism, 
to, have in. mind that Jewish teaching Is mishna, 
repetition, to care only for teachers of Judaism 
who sre in fact true teachers of Judaism 


UR windows may be kept wide open. New 
ideas, new movements, new discoveries in the 
intellectual field are not dangerous to our Jewish 
will to remain faithful We may learn whatever 
the times may teach us But if here we learn, we 
must connect the new with the old. The new can- 
net alter what is eternal. “ Whatever a clever 
scholar recites before his teacher had already been 
told to Moses on Sinai” (Talmud Jer., Pea 9b). 
Only that teacher is a Jewish teacher who is willing 
to promulgate his new teaching “ beshem omro, 
“in the name of an antecedent.” He must prove 
that his new teaching is repetition, mishna, We 
listen to all voices which are to be heard in our 
times: But, even while listening to them, we remain 
faithful to the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 
* 1 am the Lord, and IT appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob.” Let us not over- 
look the great consolation of this Biblical -message 
in the portion of the Law of this week As children 
of the times we go forward. But, going forward, 
we may run into error and mistake ~ We may go 
astray, we may get lost. Then chaos and darkness 
stare us in the face. The great consolation of man-- 
kind, whose duty it is to go forward,*is the sure 
knowledge that truth was long ago revealed. We 
may strive for néw things and may yet rest assured 
that what is most important for us is already in our 
possession. Thus the Biblical message “uns: “ 
am the Lord, and i appeared unto Abraham, unto 
Isaac, unto Jacob”

Mr. Gershon Friedlander and the brothers Teaacs Mr. 
Isaac Michac! Myers, the first Sexton. retired im the carly 
part of 1893 (soon after Mr. Joshua Isaacs began his employ- 
ment at the Séxton’s office). having been in the service of the 
United Synagogue and of -Constituent Synagoreucs for 
vowards of S years. In 184] he was elected Kabronim 
Rabbi of the Hambro Syaargoguc, which office be filled until 
1853. when he wae clected Sexton to the Great Svnagoguec, 
and on the amaleamation of the Synagogucs in 1870 he was 
elected Sexton of the United Synagoruc Myers dicd in 
November, 1898. at the age of 83. The interesting fact is 
that in just over 100 years there have been four Sextons, 
three of whom are still alive. and all of them tincluding the 
present holder of the office) serving for SO years or more.

First, no mention 
of this somewhat important picce of business . appeared 
(other than the item “any other business “") on the agenda 
calling the meeting at which it was passed, so there is douht 
at to the’ legality of this motion. Second. the half-vearty 
meeting was postponed at less than 24 hours’ notice. and a 
number who intended attending the first were not able to be 
present at the second. Third, & is fet to bé an extremely 
hieh-handed action arbitrarily to decide the extent of 
members’ subscription to any institution. Fourth, the institu- 
tion in auestion is mot the Manchester Victoria Memoris!

MEMORIAL STONES

F course you all know. about Stonchenge, with 
those huge stones which are now a memorial 
to the Druids, who lived im. this. island over 

two thousand years age. Stones that commemorate 
events have been set up from time immemorial 
-and- one of the stones mentioned in the Bible is 
ihe Ebenezer. or “ Stone of Help.” When Samuel 
the prophet had assembled the people at Mizpah, he 
promised them if they would once agai turn to 
the worship of God they would be delivered from 
the hand of their enemy, the Philistines. The battle 
was fought, the Israelites were victorious, and 
Samuel took a stone and said, “ this is Eben-ezer. 
The Lord hath helped us." 
An earlier memorial.in stone recorded was in 
the lifetime of Joshua, when, after the death of 
Moses, the Israelites crossed the River Jordan to 
the Promised Land under his leadership. For forty 
years, they had -wandered in the wilderness and at 
last the great day had arrived, and as tribe after 
tribe passed over, the chief of each took a large 
stone out of the giver and added it to a cairn which 
they built. When all had passed over, Joshua spoke 
to the people, ** When your children shall ask their 
fathers in time to come, what mean these stones, 
you shall answer, ‘Israel came over this Jordan 
on dry land, that all the peoples of the earth might 
know that the hand of the Lord, it is mighty.”

There Must be 


a Goal 
The Two Schools of Thought 


in Jewish Education 


AT the problem of the future of Jewish educa- 

tion is exercising the minds of a great num- 

ber of Jewish people is obvious from the 
frequent reports and expressions of opinion pub- 
lished in the columns of this journal. That there 
is considerable divergence of opinion as to the 
most useful and most desirable course to be 
adopted is equally apparent. And that some 
co-ordinating influence is needed ‘if, in the coming 
remodelling of the nation’s educational system, 
Jewish religious education is to come into its own 
must emerge as a patent fact from the study of 
all the suggestions, criticisms, castigations, and 
prophecies uttered on the subject. 

Recent research in educational science has 
elicited the importance of establishing early in the 
scholastic career of a child the object for which 
he is being educated. - With the evil example of 
the Fascist nations before our eyes, we see and 
note how renegade political systems, based on 
force, tyrariny, and the denial of human dignity, 
make compulsory, as a first step fowards the 
enslavement of obedient masses, the teaching of 


their masters’ wicked principles to children at a 
tender age. ! 


Their Most Absorptive Years 


Further, we see that, apart from the positive 
education in totalitarianism that. such children 
they are denied throughout the most 
‘absorptive years of their youth, access to know- 


ledge that would tend to correct the ferocity of.’ 


their adherence to the principles of Fascism. 

But, just as in the conduct of the war the mili- 
tary and political strategists of the United Nations 
have learnt valuable lessons from the enemy, and 
have adapted and. utilised them for the enemy's 
destruction on the ficld of. battle. so must we. in 
the socio-political reconstruction which must suc- 
ceed the period of hostilities, not fear to learn from 
our enemies. 

In planning for the future education of our 
children we can also learn something from the 
study of our enemies. We can learn, for instance, 
that before any educational system can become 
really eflective it must have a definite aim, a recog- 
nised and clearly defined goal. It is true that the 
‘aim Set by the Nazis and their ilk has been wholly 
evil, but part of their success zy in theif concentra- 
tion on a well-defined aim. | 


Two Schools of Opinion ? 


What ts the goal of the Jewish educationist? 
Two schools of opinion have arisen. One scenis to 
favour the producing of men and women whose 
lives are to be spent predominantly within the con-~ 
fines. of a close Jewish society: the other seems to 
citizens whose 
allegiance to theic Jewish faith and Jewish tradi- 
tion is a purely private, personal matter, without 
restrictive effect on their relationships with their 
fellow-citizens of other creeds: The Agudas Israel, 
for example, and the Torah Va'Avodah Organisa- 
tion, to judge from the views at their recent con- 
ferences, seem to hold the former opinion ver 
stronely as regards the future education of Jewis 
children both in-this country and in Palestine. 

in Palestine. of course, it is. Quite feasible and 
understandable that, even if education should not 
be as orthodox as to conform with the standards 


of the strictest Talmudic authorities, it should be 


wholly Jewish in aspect and aim. 

But what of the Jewish child of the Galut? It is 
clear that. the second schoo! of thqught 1s very 
actively concerned that the Jewish c Hh shall have 
a basic religious teaching of such a kind as to make 
him fit as easily as possible into the pattern of his 
average non-Jewish neighbour's spiritual outlook. 
Jewish ethics, it is pointed out, which form so im- 
portant an ingredient of Jewish religious teaching, 
are identical with the ethics of all religious sects in 
this country.. As little separation as possible from 
the children of the domimant faith is at the back of 
the minds of this school of thought, whose ideal is 
easily recognised in the old phrase, * an Englishman 
of the Jewish persuasion.” 


Accounting for the Apathy ? 


There seem, then, two distinct and mutuall 
opposed goals for Jewish religious education whic 
may well account for the apathy and lack of 
interest of the general run of Jewish parents. The 
Jewish child destined to live an all-Jewish life 
whether in Palestine or elsewhere needs equipping 
otherwise than the Jewish child whose parents, 
while still convinced of the importance of a Jewish 
traditional background and believing it to be vital 
in the development of character, nevertheless wish 
him to share more widely in the outside life. Jewish 
religious education must take note of the existence 
of this divergence of attitude. It must accept the 
fact of this conflict on educational aims, and thus 
avoid the devitalising, eflect of lack of purpose on 
the objects of its care. For the child whose parents 
belong to the first group the matter of direction ts 
comparatively easy—the Jewish school, either, day 
or boarding, is obviously the only proper method 
of preparation. For the child belonging to the 
other group, the answer seems to be the choosing 
of those schools of the broadest non-sectarian 
character, so that the question of religious educa- 


tion can be dealt with separately and outside them. . 


Upon the parents of such children would thus 
devolve the duty and responsibility of imparting 
Jewish religious instruction to them.

THE NEW YEAR HONOURS 


The honour conferred on the Chief Rabbi in the 
New Year Honours List is, as was remarked in this 
paper last week, most appropriate, and several 
important mewspapers in this country seized on 
the significance at this time especially of adding Dr. 
Hertz to the distinguished roll of Companions of 
Honour. This Order, which has only one Class 
is limited to 50 persons (it is open to both men an 
women), and although it carries with it no title or 
precedence, it ranks immediately after the First 
Class of the Order of the British Empire—i.c., 
Knights (or Dames) Grand Cross (G.B.E.). Present 
Companions of Honour include Mr. Winston 
Churchill, Field Marshal Smuts, Mr. S$. M. Bruce, 
and among deceased members were the Marquis 
of Lothian (Ambassador to the United States), Lord 
Tweedsmuir (Governor-General of Canada), and 
Mr. S. A. Lyons, a former Australian Premier. The 
motto is “In Action Faithful and in Honour 
Clear.” I think I am right in ane that Dr. Hertz 
is the first and only Jewish C.H., but this is not 
the first occasion on which the sg: has ®onoured 
a Chief Rabbi. When the late Dr. Hermann Adler 
eclebrated his jubilee in the Jewish gens! m 
June, 1909—it coincided with his 70th birthday—- 
King Edward VII took note of the event by making 
him a Commander of the Royal Victorian Order 
(C.V.0.), Another Rabbi who was honoured was 
the late Rabbi Dr. Hermann Gollancz, who was 
knighted in the King’s Birthday Honours of June, 
1923, for his services to learning. ,

THE NEW KNIGHTS 


Major Jack Ben Brunel Cohen, who received a 
Knighthood, is the fifth son of the late Alderman 
Lours 8S. Cohen, former Lord Mayor of Liverpool, 
1886. In the last war be was 
mentioned in dispatches and was severcly wounded 
during the third Battle of Ypres, in Joly. 1917, 
losing both his lees. He has devoted the years since 
to the welfare of ex-Servicemen, and its Hon. 
Treasurer of the British Legion and Vice-President 
of the Edge Hill Branch of the Legion. From 
1918 to 1931. he was M-P. for Fairfield, Liverpool. 
The Cohens are well known for their connection 
with the famous department stores im Northern 
England, Lewis's Ltd.. colleague of theirs, 
who became Managing Director, was Mr. Frederick 
Marquis, now known to fame as Lord Woolton. 
George Cohen, a brother’of the new knight, was 
killed. in -the last war: another. brother, 
Harold. several years ago, gave the municent 
sum of £100,000 to found Liverpool! ,University 
Library building-—and died just before it was to 
be opened. A third brother is Licut.-Colonel 
SG. 8S. Cohen, V.D. A cousin of the Liverpool 


family is Sir Samuel Cohen, of Sydacy, Australia. — 


Mr.-Arthur Stiebel, who also received a Knight- 
hood. is. the Chief Registrar in Bankruptcy im the 
Hieh Court of Justice. He is a former President 
of the London Jewish Board of Guardians (1920- 
1930). and is a member of the Committee of the 
West London Synagogue. An authority on com- 
pany law, he has written several works on the 
subject. Born in 1875, he was educated at Clifton 
and Oxford, and was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 


Inn in 1899. In the last.war. he was a Lieutenant 
in the Royal West Kent Regiment, and was 
wounded.
